WEEKLY VIGIL IN OTTAWA 


Silent Protest Against 


By TOM MITCHELL  }— 


OTTAWA (CP) — Charlotte 
McEwen finished her 30-minute 
silent vigil as the clock in the 
nearby Peace Tower chimed 1 
p.m. 

She lowered her placard call- 
ing for an end to the war in 
Vietnam. 

“T think for me it all started 
when I heard a spokesman for 
the external affairs department 
struggling over the term con- 
centration camp and replacing 
it with the. term _ strategic 
hamlet.” 


Then there was a report on 
war injuries and. deaths of 
children in Vietnam—‘‘babies 
burned by napalm, and this is 
in’ South Vietnam, mind you.”* 

Another point was an award 
by the United States to a 
scientist who “discovered a rice 
‘blast fungus to kill the rice in 
Vietnam, in a world that is 
hungry.” 

“It makes one want to do 
something: “Bbout it.” 


STANDS 30 MINUTES 

One thing the Ottawa house- 
wife is doing is standing silently 
for 30 minutes each Wednesday 
in a vigil organized by members 
ofthe Ottawa Committee to 
End the War in Vietnam. It 
is held at the end of the down- 
town Sparks -Street shopping 
mall,.a block from Parliament 
Hill. 

Eight women and one man 
completed the vigil: Wednesday, 
the second one held here. There 
had been 11 participants but two 
had to leave before the 1 p.m. 
finishing time. 

The - participants spaced 
themselves about 10 feet apart 
along the sidewalk where the 
mall méets Elgin Street. They 
stood silently, but answered 
questions when any passerby 
asked the purpose of . the 


They plan to continue—the 
“recurring, visible, personal 


. witness” every Wednesday and 


have invited other groups to 
join them in protest against the 
war. 

A statement prepared by the 
group says: 

“Letters can be filed away 
but we believe ‘that our pres- 
ence cannot be so easily dis- 
missed.” 

The silent vigil has caught on 
In more than 200 U.S. cities and 
in Vancouver and Victoria, Mrs, 
McEwen said.

NCREASING NUMBERS OF 
federal ministers, bankers, indus= 
trialists and economists have voiced 
their warnings that unless some- 
thing drastic is dene, and soon, we 
shall be in for an even more seri- 
ous acceleration in the inflationary 
spiral. And the usual threat has been 
that unless the demand for goods 
and services is slackened by volun- 
tary retrenchment then higher taxes 
must. be imposed to remove excess 
buying power from the market. 

Now. the able governor of the 
Bank of Canada, Mr, Louis Ras- 
minsky, reinforces those warnings, 
and he puts his.message over in a 
few graphic sentences—the ABC of 
inflationary theory. 

“In real terms,” Mr. Rasminsky 
says, “the increase in our income 
per head depends on the increase 
in our output per head. If we in- 
erease the money incomes we pay 
ourselves more rapidly than we in- 
crease our production, then costs 
and prices are bound to go up.” 

“Over a period of time what we 
can_consume depends on what we 
can produce. If this fact is not re- 
flected in appropriate restraint and 
prudence on the part of government, 
management ‘and labor, then we 
shall haye to adjust ta hard eco- 
nomic reality in other more painful 
ways.”

There it is in plain-terms. The

The difficulty is that from the 
individual’s viewpoint so many of 
the spending projects are essential. 
It is. the other fellow’s projects 
which should be cut in order to 
ease inflation: our schools, our hos- 
pitals, our museum, our housing, our 
hydro complex must go ahead; let 
the cuts. be made in some ‘other 
part of the country. 


The problem is not confined to 
domestic affairs, of course. Price 
levels and interest rates that are 
out: of&-tine with. the trend in other 
countries invite early readjustment. 
Says Mr. Rasminsky, on this point: 
“The most’ obvious danger is that 
if-we fail -to-keep our-costs-under- 
control, we will price ourselves out 
of export markets and lose out to 
import competition at home, so that 
the growth ‘of the economy will be 
seriously impaired.” 

That would constitute one of the 
“more painful ways” in which ad- 
justment would be made. To avoid 

it, and other equally unfortunate 
ev@pts, Finance Minister Sharp may 
raise taxes before ‘the ‘year ends, 
and there may be other measures 
designed to curb spending.

Sense of Values 


We have lost our sense of values to 
the extent that, both socially and legally, 
the main ody of sympathy now goes to 
the perpetrator of a crime, rather than 
to his victim; or (in the case of murder, 
including sex-slayings) to those. who have 
tragically lost a loved-one. 

In a panel discussion in Vancouver 
recently a political science _ professor 
differed with an eminent member of the 
legal profession in ‘the matter of civil- 
rights, advocating the American system 
with respect ‘to criminals which makes it 
almost a crime to convict one of them. 
One's rights end where they infringe 
upon the rights of others; to wit, a 
homicide has no right to deny another 
his ‘right’ to live. . 

We reach the ultimate in contradic- 
tory language when we decree, ‘not 
guilty by reason of insanity,” or because 
the offender was not conscious of the act 
by reason of hallucinosis produced by 
intoxicants or drugs. 

Guilt, as described by Webster, is 
“the fact of having committed a breach 
of conduct; culpability; sin.’’ Apart from 
insanitv (theughthistoe very often—is 
similarly induced), impairment is born 
of self-willed indulgence in habits fully 
known by the participant to rob him of 
his senses. Homicide is not necessarily 
the intent of the culprit — but the victim 
is just as dead as if it were.

The historical failures 
of American radicalism 
are, I think, linked in im- 
portant ways to distaste 
“for American culture and 
American institutions. 

One reason why the 
radical. revival. of the 
early 1960s captured the 
American imagination 
and achieved modest suc- 
cesses was that it seemed 
so completely native, so 
true to the professed high 
purposes of the Republic. 

It appealed to the Constitu- 
tion, to schoclbook stories of 
what America should be, to 
injustices which troubled mil- 
lions of decent citizens. 

But the New Left has never 
numbered patience among its 
virtues; it soured on Ameri- 
ca once it became clear that 
radical.change, rather 
amorphously defined, would 
be neither quick nor easy. 

If America could, not undo 
the evil consequences of 
racism in a few years, then 
America was hopeless. If 
America could not restrain its 


military, if “ft would not 
support revolutions in — the 
underdeveloped countries, , 


then America was a positive 
menace and the primary task 
of our time was to contain 
American power. 

Having begun a few. years 
earlier’ with great residual 
faith in the American people, 
and a conviction that “the 
people” had strengths from 
which a new. and. better 
society might be built, many 
of the young radicals moved 
to ‘the conclusion that Ameri- 
cans as a whole were :hope- 
lessly complacent, corrupt 
and self-centred. 


Gains Ground 


This view is not yet univer- 
sal in the New Left, but it 
seems to be gaining ground. 

The central weakness ‘of the 
New Left, it seems to me, is 
its attitude toward authority. 
This came out clearly two 
years ago when this journal 
asked a number of young 
radicals to describe ‘what they 
thought was wrong with 
America and what should be 
done’ about it. 

The essays were almost 
monotonous in their insistence 
that the people have no voi 
in decisions which affect thei 
lives; that they are powerless. 

That is true, but it is by no 
means a universal complaint. 
The toiling masses of Marxist 
memory still toil, but they do 
not seem to feel oppressed by 
the insitutions within which 


they live. On the contrary, 
most defend these, institutions 
staunchly.

The Free 
Speech Movement at Berkeley 
exemplified this outlook.

Saigon Dratt Plan

_But I think the © basic 
attitudes which lead the acti- 
vists to sympathy for the Viet 
Cong are quite general among 
‘the young, and. that their 
ig is only beginning to be 
elt. 

These are children of; the 
1940s, raised in. relatively 
permissive ‘middle<class 
homes where authority ‘was 
supposed to be rational rather 
than’ arbitrary. ‘ 

Unlike earlier generations, 
their parents were , reldctant. 
to take advantage of -their 
monopoly on physical ‘eco- 
nomic and legal power, Their 
youngsters were free to. chal- 
lenge the legitimacy of paren- 
tal authority from an early 
age, by arguing that” their 
parents were not using their 
power reasonably or wisely. 


Often Succeed 


Not only that, but such 
challenges often succeeded. 
Even. when they failed, the 


children often curbed their 


parents’ power indirectly by 
‘refusing to join in a consensus 
which defined certain rules as 
sensible and just. 


many parents felt reluctant to 
impose their will, and in 


upbringing was’ ac- 
companied by reliance on new 
forms of discipline. : 
The distinctive feature of a 
“permissive” home is not that 
“anything goes.” It is that the 
limits. are supposed to be set 
by the child's internalized 
sense of what is reasonable 
and unreasonable. 


pretense, overt sanctions and 
punishments are frowned on. 
Instead, if the child behaves 
in what. the parents regard as 
an unreasonable fashion, they 
Tetaliate by making the child 
feel he has hurt them, has let 
them down. 

Such a threat was doubtless 
terrifying to the very young. 
As they grew older, however, 
children discovered that they 
too could use stich weapons. 
Children fear rejection; but so 
do parents, at least in: modern 
America. 3 

A child who acted as if he 
hated his mother could fre- 
quently reduce’ to. tears. 
This leads to a system of 
mutual deterrénce, which 
makes parents. hesitate to use 
their ultimate pdwer and 
produces. an unprecedented 
equality in relations between 
the generations. 

Such children emerged into 
the larger society with rela- 
tively little experience | of 
authority structures 
solely on superior force.

Confronted with such — au- 
thority these young people's 
first reaction was to resort to 
the tricks. they had learned at 
home. 

First they tried reason. 
Racism, they argued, was a 
violation of the Constitution; 

Saigon government .-was 
founded ‘on a violation of the 
Geneva Agreements; .and so 
forth, Such arguments “had 
some success on-the racial 
front, but virtually. none on 
foreign policy. ; 

When this tactic failed the 
young radicals tried -withhold- 
ing love and approval from 
their elders. This-was both the 
origin and the. effect ‘of the 
protest marches and of ‘civil 
disobedience _— 


Like’ reason and legalism, 
emotional confrontations 
proved moderately -effective 
as weapons against racism. 

The liberal leaders of the 
national establishment wanted 
the young to love and admire 
them. They did not want to 
play the tyrannical father and 
enforce order with a paddle. 
(Small-town Southern elites 
came from: an older tradition, 
and felt no more embarrassed 
by using force against pro- 
testers than they did about 
spanking their children.) 


Little Effect. 
Civil. disobedience ‘has ‘not 
yet been tried on a large scale 


to curb the Vietnam war, but 


the small efforts to date have 
not had much effect. _ : 
The failure of. the tech- 
niques learned in permissive, 
middleclass homes has 


almost impossible. : 
The. radicals; must, there-

There are still many 
questions to be answered, 
many hopes’ and fine 
words to be translated 
into action. 

But to those --outside 
this province who have 
been ‘asking what the 
people of Quebec want, 
the answer is ‘becoming 
clear: they want Canada, 
true; bat-a Canada where 
they will feel at home 
from coast to coast and 
where their cultural and — 
language rights will .be 
recognized and -.secured 
throughout the country. 

Much of the debate on these 
matiers is from the head— 
from -the - intellectuals. -But 
much of it ‘is from ‘the 
heart—as one would expect 
When deep feelings and 
emotions are involved. 

The emotional arguments 

are, of course, the ones that 
often sway judgment, and 
they get most of the pub- 
licity—often distorted and 
slanted publicity—because 
they provide the drama of 
conflict; especially when they — 
advoeate a revolutionary 
break from Confederation. 
: The emotions. aroused aré 
passionate and deep and 
should not be dismissed as 
something that will be re- 
moved -by trade. and invest- 
ment statistics alone, however 
rélevant and important. So 
our argument for Canada and 
Confederation and against 
separatism must. be positive, 
not negative; on human 
values. even more. than 
monetary value. 

I can b® stirred by a 
crusade as easily as anyone 
else. 


Indignation 


But I am stirred only to 
Opposition, to indignation, at 
the appeal fo break up a 
political society, to divide and 
destroy a country whose 
people, all of them, of what- 
ever race of background, are 
more and more “coming ‘to 
realize the true nature of our 
Canadian Confederation; who 
are willing and anxious to 
take the steps that are 
necessary to. ensure that the 
French-speaking part of that 
Confederation will play a full 
part_in_our.-natjonal develop- 
ment; with its -Freneh 
language and culture un- 
impaired, extending its good 
and enriching influence across 
the whole land. < 

For now we are’ realizing, 
far more than ever before in 
our history, how fortunate we 
are to have as the foundation 
of our Confederation, ‘the two 
great languages and cultures 
one that has

throughout the world, and the

There is a danger new,

iThe committee was appointed 
jwhen nurses agreed to withdraw 
resignation letters tendered en- 
masse. 

The recommendations and 
terms recommended by — the} 
committee have not been offici- 
ally. revealed. 

But Lloyd Whalen, Teamsters 
organizer and the nurses nomi- 
nee on the committee, told a 
meeting Wednesday that the 
jrecommendations calied for 
lwage seales of $426 to $517 a 
month, retroactive to last April 
1. to replace present levels of 
$392 to $462. He said A. G.
